Meeting of Emperor of Russia and 
Emperor of Germany to be Coun- 
terbalanced by a Visit of Influen- 
tial Members of Russian Duma to | 
England—Socialists Object to Pres- 
ence of Czar in England 


London.—The meeting of the Em.- | 
peror of Russia and the Emperor of 
Germany in Ptkipas bay will be coun- 
terbalanced by the presence of a party 
composed of influentail members of 
the Russian duma in England for the 
next fortnight, and the visit to King 
Edward by the Russian Emperor dur- 
ing the Cowes regatta. 

his is the second excursion of the 
Russian deputies to England, a party 
composed of members of the first 
induma coming here in 1906 when the 
emperor dissolved that body, as the | 
guests of the members of parliament. 

Whereas the first delegation em- | 
braced. members. with revolutionary 
tendencies, the coming visitors repre- 
sent the more conservative factions of 
the Russian government, and will 
practically be guests of the nation. | 

L. Khomyakoff, president. of the | 
duma, and Prince Peter Troubelskoy | 
will head the delegation, which con- | 
sists of five members of the council of | 
the empire and fifteen deputies. An | 
elaborate program has been prepared 
for their entertainment, which 
cludes a reception by the king. 

This delegation will be welcomed by | 
everyone, but it is not likely that 
there will be much enthusiasm over 
the visit of Emperor Nicholas. The | 
time has not arrived when the Russian 
ruler, whom many Britishers still re- 
gard as a tyrant, can come to Lon- 
don without danger of insults. The 
fact that the emperor’s meeting with 
the king takes place at Cowes prob- 
ably will save unpleasant incidents. 
The labor party is. organizing a’ 
meeting of protest to be held at Trafal- 
gar square on July 18. James Keir- 
Hardie, the socialist and independent 
member of parliament, at a labor 
demonstration at Durham bitterly de- 
nounced the government for holding 
out the hand of friendship to the Em- 
peror of Russia, who, he said, “is so 
loathed in this country that he dare 
not set foot on British soil. He 
would be hissed in the streets,” con- 
tinued Mr. Hardie, “‘if he appeared in 
public.” 

The Socialist member of the House 
of Commons, Victor Grayson, addres- 
sing his constituents at Colne Valley, 
said :— 

“IT am glad that Russian Mollus, the 
emperor, will be six miles out of the 
danger zone when he comes to Eng- 
land. I would count it a disgrace to 
the traditions of this country to in- 
troduce the loathsome person into our 
life. If the Russian emperor must be 
allowed to live he must keep to his 
own shores.”

Immigration Officer Winn’s Report | 
on the Crops is Exceedingly 
Satisfactory 


Calgary, Alta.—Immigration Officer 

Winn’s report of the condition of | 
affairs in this district, which is for- | 
| warded to the department of immigra- 
| tion at Ottawa each week, shows that 
| the growth of grain in the province 
has been phenomenal. Wheat, oats | 
and other grains are between eight | 
}and ten inches above the ground in} 
nearly every section. The wonderful 
growth has, according to the report, | 
been due to the splendid growing 
| weather which has prevailed. The | 
condition of the grass on the ranges 
has also been greatly benefited, and | 
cattle are thriving on all sides. The | 
hay crop should be ready, early this 
| summeer, as its growth has also been 
| phenomenal. 
In the matter of wages for farm 
| help the report states that experienced 
farm help is in demand and that $30 
to $35 are the wages being paid. In- 
experienced help is commanding about 
$15 to $20 and is too plentiful. Large 
numbers of inexperienced farm hands 
are seeking employment but cannot 
obtain it, and have to go to the con- 
struction camps and other _ places 
where there is a great demand for un- 
skilled labor. 

There is a scarcity of farm and 
dairy produce throughout the district, 
and prices are correspondingly high 
They were never so high at this time 
of the year as they are at present.

SABLE ISLAND. 


Tragedies of the Most Desolate of 
Canada’s Istand. , 


A couple of brief paragraphs in the | 
report of the Department of Marine | 
and Fisheries rescue from forgetful. | 
ness that melancholy bank of sand | 
lying out in the Atlantic Ocean 110) 
miles east of the central part of Nova | 
Scotia, and marked on the map as_| 
Seble Island. Fortunately, no wrecks | 
have occurred there recently to re- 
mind the Canadian people of the is-| 
land’s existence, and this undesirable | 
bit of Canadian territory has dropped | 
to the level of a mere incident in| 
the administration of the Marine De-| 
partment. 

Sable Island was at one time a dan- | 
gerous plece, especially when sailing 
vessels were more numerous, but it is 
now given a wide berth. and its re- 
cord is less gloomy than it used to be. 
In the early days of the French re- 
gime a vessel having on board a num- 
ber of ponies was wrecked there. 
Some of the ponies reached shore, | 
and their descendants to-day roam the | 
sand hills and subsist on the wild | 
gress. One hundred years ago the} 
island wes 40 miles in length. To-| 
day it is only half that. the waves ot | 
the Atlantic having undermined: and | 
washed away hundreds of acres of | 
its sernb-covered sandy soil. | 

Its inhabitants number 43. consist- | 
ing of the officers of the life-saving 
station, the lighthouse-keeners and 
their families. The animal life of the 
island consists of 70 head of horned 
cattle, 30 trained ponies, 8 imported | 
horses, and 200 wild ponies. Last 
vear there were shipped from the is-| 
and to Nova Scotia 46 wild ponies, | 
and besides these the only other ex-| 
nort consisted of 45 barrels of cran-| 
berries. It seems remarkable and al-| 
most absurb to think of anyone speak- 
ing of agriculture in connection with 
the dreary sands of Sable Island, and 
yet this is what the report states, 
in regard to the matter: “All the}

| farming operations were carried on 


(last year) with a fair measure of 
success. The season being better than 
the averege, a good supply of wild 
hav was secured for the horses.” 1 
What a dreary, strange life must be 
jthat of the men who made that hay | 
and of their wives end children.
